SECTION 3. DEFINITIONS 

In this By-Law, the following terms 
shall have the meaning here assigned to 
them: 

(1) The singular number includes the 
plural, and the plural the singular; 
the word “lot” includes “‘plot’’; the 
word “building” includes ‘“‘struc- 
ture’; the word “occupied” includes 
“designed, arranged, or intended to 
be occupied”; the word ”” in- 
cludes “designed, arranged or in- 
tended to be used’’. 

ACCESSORY USE. The use of a build- 
ing or premises for 2 purpose customarily 
incidental to the main or principal use. 

DWELLING. A house or building or 
portion thereof which is occupied by one 
or more families doing their cooking on 
the premises. 

FRONT YARD. The space across the 
full width of the lot and extending from 
the frent line of the building located on 
such lot to the street line of such lot. 
(See ‘‘setback’’). 

LOT. A parcel of land on which a prin- 
cipal building and its accessories are 
placed, together with the required open 
spaces. 

LOT LINE. A division line between ad- 
joining properties or a division line be- 


tween individual lots established by a 
plan filed in the Registry of Deeds or 
Land Court. 


OFFICE. A place for the transaction of 
a professional service or business, not in- 
cluding the sale of articles at retail. 

REAR YARD. Is a space across the 
full width of a lot and extending from 
the rear foundation line of the building 
located on such lot to the rear line of 
such lot. 

SETBACK. The minimum required un- 
occupied space or area between the street 
line on which the building is numbered or 
would be numbered, and the part of the 
building nearest such street line, such 
unoccupied space or area extending the 
entire width or distance across the lot. 
(See “Front Yard’). 

STREET LINE. The dividing line be- 
tween a street and a lot and in case of a 
public way, the street line established by 
the public authority laying out said way 
upon which the lot abuts. 

SIDE YARD. The space extending from 
the front yard to the rear yard between 
a building and the adjacent side line of 
the lot on which said building is located. 

TRAILER. Shall mean any so-called 
automobile trailer, trailer coach, includ- 
ing any portable structure, means of con- 
veyance, or vehicle so designated, con- 
structed, and/or altered or converted in 
any manner as to permit occupancy there- 
of for dwelling or sleeping purposes. 


TRAILER CAMP OR PARK. Shall 
mean any lot, parcel or tract of land 
upon which two or more trailers, occu- 


pied for dwelling or sleeping purposes, are 
located, regardless whether or not a 
charge is made for such accommodation. 
SECTION 4. MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS 
FOR LOT FRONTAGE AND AREA AND 
ee SPACES ADJACENT TO BUILD- 
Throughout the Town of Leverett the 

following minimum provisions shall be 
required: 

Lot Frontage—two hundred (200) feet 

Side Yard—fifteen (15) feet 

Lot Area—forty thousand (40,000) 

square feet 

Front Yard—thirty (30) feet 

Rear Yard—forty (40) feet 
SECTION 5. USES OF LAND, 
BUILDINGS AND STRUCTURES 

(1) In the Town of Leverett buildings, 

structures and land may be used, and 
buildings and structures may be erected 
or altered for any residential or commer- 
cial use otherwise lawful; and with the 
permission of the Board of Appeals, cer-

All other enterprises or uses common- 
ly regarded as hazardous or offen- 
sive. 

(2) The removal for sale of sod, loam, 
clay, sand, gravel, or quarried stone, ex- 
cept when incidental to and in connection 
with the construction of a structure for 
which a permit has been issued, or inci- 
dental to the grading and development of 
contiguous property, shall be permitted 
only if written permission of the Board 
of Appeals after public hearing be ob- 
tained. The Board of Appeals shall in 
each instance impose such conditions as 
will protect the ncighborhood and Town 
against permanent and temporary hazards, 
because of conditions which may be left 
after operations are completed or because 
of the methods of handling such materials 
at the site or of transporting such mate- 
rials through the Town. 

SECTION 6. 
SUPPLEMENTARY PROVISIONS 

(1) Accessory Buildings. 

(a) An accessory building attached to 
its principal building shall be con- 
sidered an integral part of the 
principal building and as such shall 
be subject to the open space re- 
quirements applicable to the princi- 
pal building. 

To promote safety, no garage 
building or accessory building may 
be used as a dwelling if it is lo- 
cated on the same lot as a principal 
building used as a residence. 

Area of Lots. 

Reduction of Open Space. 

No lot on which is located any 
building used for residence purposes 
shall be changed or reduced in area 
or shape so it does not conform to 
the provisions of this By-Law. This 
does not apply in the case of a lot 
a portion of which is taken for pub- 
lic use. No yard, lot area, or other 
open space required for a building 
by this By-Law, shall during the ex- 
istance of such building be occupied 
by or counted as open space for an- 
other building. 

Lots of Less than the 
Width or Area. 

On lots of less than the required 
width and area and which have been 
duly recorded by plan or deed or 
assessed as separate parcels before 
the date of the adoption of this 
By-Law, the lot area and width re-

quirements need not apply. Any lot 
on which more than one house ex- 
isted at that time, may be divided 
and sold to separate owners. 

Open Space Adjacent to Buildings. 
(a) Front Yards. 

Buildings or structures need be lo- 
cated only as far back from the 
street as the average of the front 
yard depths of the building or struc- 
tures nearest on either side and 
within the same block. 

Side Yards. 

Buildings or structures on lots hay- 
ing a frontage of two streets may 
be located as near to the streets as 
the minimum front yard depths on 
both the streets. 

Rear Yards. 

Detached accessory buildings, if lo- 
cated entirely within a rear yard 
may be built as near as five feet 
from a side or rear lot line. 
Projections. 

Nothing in this By-Law shall pre- 
vent the projection of steps, eaves, 
cornices, window sills, or belt cours- 
es into any required yard. 

SECTION 7. ENFORCEMENT. 

This By-Law and any amendments 
thereto shall be enforced by the Board of 
Selectmen. No building shall be erected, 
externally altered or changed in use in 
the Town of Leverett without a permit 
from the Board of Selectmen; and the 
Board of Selectmen shall issue no permit 
for the erection, external alteration or 
change in use of any building or part 
thereof, plans and specifications and in- 
tended use of which are not in all re- 
spects in conformity with the provisions 
of this By-Law. With each application 
for a permit to build or alter, there shall 
be filed with the Board of Selectmen a 
plan showing the lot and the location of 
the building thereon. 

SECTION & PENALTY 

Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this By-Law may be fined not 
more than twenty (20) dollars for each 
offense. Each day that such violation con- 
tinues shall constitute a separate offense. 
SECTION 9. 

BOARD OF APPEALS. 

Within thirty days after the adoption of 
this By-Law, the Board of Selectmen shall 
appoint a Board of Appeals of three mem- 
bers and two associate members, which 
shall act on all matters within its juris- 
diction under this By-Law in the manncr 
prescribed in Chapter Forty A (40A) of 
the General Laws, and shall serve with- 
out remuneration. This Board of Appeals 
shall be appointed according to methods 
described in said Chapter Forty A (40A) 
of the General Laws, as amended, and 
subject always to the rule that it shall 
give due consideration to promoting the 
public health, safety, convenience and 
welfare, encouraging the most appropriate 
use of land, and that it shall permit no 
building or use injurious, noxious, offen- 
sive or detrimental to a neighborhood, and 
that it shall prescribe appropriate condi- 
tions and safeguards in each case.

OTHER REGULATIONS. 
This By-Law shall not interfere with or

BOSTON (AP) — The Massa- 
chusetts House has passed and 
sent to the Senate a bill to re- 
quire motorists arrested for 
driving while intoxicated to sub- 
mit to a breath test or lose their 
licenses for six months. 

‘The bill was passed Mogday 
by voice vote and Without de- 
bate. 

The measure is called an im- 
|plied consent law because it 
istates that licensed drivers 
have consented to undergo a 
breath test to determine if they 
are under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquor. 

If a person arrested refused 
the test, the registrar of motor 
vehicles would be required to 
suspend the license for six 
months. The motorist could ask 
for a hearing to determine if 
the arresting officer had reason 
to believe the motorist was im- 
paired.

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Zoning By-Law of the Town of Leverett, Massachusetts 


As amended and adopted at the February 18, 1967 Town Meeting and approved May 12, 1967, pursuant to Chapter 40A of the General Laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


SECTION I. PURPOSE. 


The purposes of this By-Law are to pro- 
mote the general welfare of the Town of Lev- 
erett, to protect the health and safety of its 
inhabitants, to encourage the most appropriate 
use of land within the town, to increase the 
amenities of the town, and reduce the hazard 
from fire by regulating the location and use 
of buildings and the area of open spaces 
about them. 

For the purpose of this By-Law, the Town 
of Leverett, under the authority granted by 
the Zoning Enabling Act, General Laws, 
Chapter Forty A (40 A), does hereby make 
this By-Law to be hereafter known and de- 
signated as the Zoning By-Law of the Town 
of Leverett. 


SECTION II. GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


A. EXISTING USES NOT AFFECTED. 

This By-Law shall not apply to existing 
buildings or structures, nor to the existing 
use of any building or structures, or of land 
to the extent of that use at the time of the 
adoption of this By-Law. 


B. NON-CONFORMING USES CAN 
CONTINUE. 


A non-conforming use is the use of any 
building or land lawfully occupied at the time 
of the adoption of this By-Law which does not 
conform to the requirements of this By-Law. 

Any building, part of a building, or land 
which at the time of the adoption of this By- 
Law is being put to a non-conforming use 
may be: 


1. Continued in that use or a similar use 
provided such use has not been volun- 
tarily discontinued for a period of one 
year. 

2. Altered or enlarged in that use, but only 
after the granting of a permit therefor 
ordered by the Board of Appeals. 


3. Changed to a more restricted use, pro- 
vided that when changed it shall not be 
returned to a less restricted use. 


4. Rebuilt or restored at the same location 
and again used as previously, in the case 
of a building destroyed or damaged by 
fire, explosion or other catastrophe; pro- 
vided that not more than seventy-five 
percent (75%) of the building exclusive 
of foundations has been so damaged or 
destroyed. Such rebuilding or restoring 
shall be commenced within six (6) 
months after such catastrophe; and the 
building as restored shall not exceed in 
volume or area the original non-conform- 
ing structure, except that any building or 
structure which is originally non-con- 
forming by virtue of its location in rela- 
tion to the set-back, rear yard or side 
yard requirements of this By-Law may, 
as restored, exceed in volume or area the 
original non-conforming structure pro- 
vided that the foundation of the building, 
as so restored, encroaches to no greater 
extent any front, rear, or side yard than 
the original non-conforming structure. 


C. CORNER CLEARANCE, 


Between the lines of streets intersecting at 
an angle of less than one hundred and thirty- 
five (135) degrees and a line joining points on 
such lines ten (10) feet distant from that 
point of intersection, no building or structure 
may be erected, and no vegetation may be 
maintained between a height of three and 
one-half (3%) feet and a height of eight (8) 
feet above the plane through their curb 
grades. 


SECTION LUI. DEFINITIONS. 


In this By-Law, the following terms shall 
have the meaning here assigned to them: 
The singular number includes the plural, 
and the plural the singular; the word “lot” 
includes “plot”; the word “building” in- 


cludes ‘structure’; the word “occupied” 
includes “designed, arranged, or intended to 
be occupied’; the word “uses” includes 
“designed, arranged or intended to be used”. 


ACCESSORY USE. The use of a building or 
premises for a purpose customarily incidental 
to the main or principal use. 

DWELLING. A house or building or portion 
thereof which is occupied by one or more 
families doing their cooking on the premises. 

FRONTAGE. The distance between the 
Sidelines of a lot measured along the street 
line. 

FRONT YARD. The space across the full 
width of the lot and extending from the front 
line of the building located on such lot to the 
street line of such lot. (See ‘setback’’.) 

LOT. A parcel of land on which a principal 
building and its accessories are placed, to- 
gether with the required open spaces. 

LOT LINE. A division line between adjoin- 
ing properties or a division line between in- 
dividual lots established by a plan filed in the 
Registry of Deeds or Land Court. 

OFFICE. A place for the transaction of a 
professional service or business, not including 
the sale of articles at retail. 

REAR YARD. Is a space across the full 
width of a lot and extending from the rear 
foundation line of the building located on such 
lot to the rear line of such lot. 

SETBACK. The minimum required unoc- 
cupied space or area between the street line 
on which the building is numbered or would 
be numbered, and the part of the building 
nearest such street line, such unoccupied 
space or area extending the entire width or 
distance across the lot. (See “front yard”.) 

STREET LINE. The dividing line between 
a street and a lot and in case of a public way, 
the street line established by the public auth- 
ority laying out said way upon which the 
lot abuts. 

SIDE YARD. The space extending from the 
front yard to the rear yard between a build- 
ing and the adjacent side line of the lot on 
which said building is located. 

TRAILER. Shall mean any so-called auto- 
mobile trailer, trailer coach, including any 
portable structure, means of conveyance, or 
vehicle so designated, constructed, and/or 
altered or converted in any manner as to 
permit occupancy thereof for dwelling or 
sleeping purposes. 

TRAILER CAMP OR PARK. Shall mean 
any lot, parcel or tract of land upon which 
two or more trailers, occupied for dwelling or 
sleeping purposes, are located, regardless whe- 
ther or not a charge is made for such ac- 
commodation. 

VARIANCE. An exception allowed by the 
Board of Appeals in the case of an individual 
property owner where strict enforcement of 
this By-Law would create an unusual hard- 
ship because of conditions which are unique 
to that lot or to a building on it, and only in 
accordance with Section 15 of Chapter 40A 
of the General Laws. 


SECTION IV. ESTABLISHMENT OF 
DISTRICTS. 


A. ZONING DISTRICTS: The Town of 
Leverett is hereby divided into the fol- 
lowing zoning districts for the purposes 
of this By-Law. (See table after Sec- 
tion XI for detailed dimensional re- 
quirements. ) 

Basic Lot Size 
Residence Districts Area’ Frontage 
R-V Village Residence 40,000sq. ft. 200 ft. 
R-R_ Rural Residence 60,000 sq. ft. 200 ft. 
Business Districts 
B-G General Business  40,000sq. ft. 150 ft. 
COM Commercial 40,000 sq. ft. 150 ft. 


B. LOCAYION OF DISTRICTS: The lo- 
cation and boundaries of these dis- 
tricts shall be as shown on the Zoning 


Map of the Town of Leverett, dated 
December 13, 1966, which shall be on 
file in the Selectmen's Office. The Zon- 
ing Map, together with all explanatory 
matter thereon, is hereby made a part 
of this By-Law. 


C. INTERPRETATION OF DISTRICT 
BOUNDARIES: 


1. Where a right of way, street, railroad 
or water course is shown on the map 
as a district boundary, the center line 
thereof is the actual boundary. 


2. Where a district boundary is shown 
approximately parallel to a street it 
shall be deemed parallel to the ex- 
terior line of the right of way of the 
street and at such distance therefrom 
as indicated on the Zoning Map. 


3. Where a district boundary divides a 
lot, the regulations applying to the 
portion of such lot in the less restrict- 
ed district may be considered to ex- 
tend up to 40 feet into the more re- 
stricted portion, but only if the lot has 
frontage on a street in the less re- 
stricted district. 


SECTION V. USE REGULATIONS. 


Except as hereinafter provided, no building 
or structure shall be constructed, altered or 
maintained and no building, structure or land 
shall be used for any purpose or in any man- 
ner other than as indicated for the entire 
district in which it is situated. 


A. RESIDENCE DISTRICTS. 
1. Permitted Uses 
a. Single, detached one-family dwelling. 
b. Seasonal dwelling. 


c. Single, detached trailer, mobile 
home or similar dwelling unit for 
one-family occupancy provided that 
adequate provision is made for wa- 
ter supply, sewage disposal and el- 
ectric power. 


d. Two-family dwelling provided the 
area of the lot exceeds by at least 
20,000 square feet the minimum ar- 
ea normally required within that 
zoning district. 


e. Governmental, educational, religious 
or other non-profit institutional use. 


f. Farm, orchard, greenhouse, tree 
nursery, truck garden or woodlot 
operated for commercial purposes. 
May include retail sale of agricultu- 
ral or horticultural products pro- 
vided the major portion of those 
products has been raised on the pre- 
mises. One or more signs with a 
combined maximum area of 30 
square feet may be displayed. 


g. Accessory uses shall be permitted as 
follows, provided that they are cus- 
tomarily incidental to a permitted 
main use on the same premises and 
not detrimental to a _ residential 
neighborhood. Except as indicated 
below there shall be no exterior dis- 
play of merchandise or other ex- 
terior indication of the accessory 
use. No more than two persons who 
are not living on the premises are 
to be employed in connection with 
an accessory use. No exterior alter- 
ations shall be made which would 
alter the residential appearance of 
the buildings on the lot. 


(1) Use of space in a dwelling for a 
customary home occupation such 
as dressmaking, laundering, bak- 
ing, repair shop, office or studio, 
maintained by resident occu- 
pants, provided such use does 


not occupy more than 30% of the 
gross floor area of the dwelling 
and all accessory buildings. 
Items may be sold at retail pro- 
vided the majority of such items 
are produced on the premises. 

Barber or beauty shop or similar 
activity provided no exterior al- 
terations are made which change 
the residential appearance of the 
buildings on the lot. 

The raising or keeping of domes- 
tic animals (not for commercial 
purposes) provided that the hous- 
ing of poultry, sheep, goats, 
cows or horses is carried on at 
least 50 feet from all property 
lines where residences are di- 
rectly adjacent. 

Renting rooms to lodgers, board- 
ers or tourists provided that no 
separate cooking facilities are 
maintained, and provided that no 
more than three rooms are rent- 
ed. Accommodations shall be li- 
mited to a total of six persons in 
addition to the resident family. 
Use of property in connection 
with his trade by a resident 
carpenter, electrician, painter, 
plumber or other artisan provid- 
ed that no manufacturing or as- 
sembly work requiring substan- 
tially continuous employment 
shall be carried on and provided 
that all storage of materials, 
supplies or equipment shall be 
carried on within the principal 
building or within suitable ac- 
cessory buildings. 
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2. Uses which may be allowed, as a spe- 
cial exception by the Board of Appeals 
after a public hearing and subject to 
appropriate regulations if detenmin- 
ed to be neither offensive nor detri- 
mental to the neighborhood. 

a. Cemetery, golf course, riding stable, 
marina or boat livery, ski area or 
camp for children or adults. 
Nursing home or sanitarium. 

. Medical or dental center including 

appropriate laboratories. 

d. Commercial dog kennel or veterin- 
ary hospital. 

. Private school, nursery school or 
kindergarten, trade or professional 
school. 

f. Telephone exchange, natural gas or 
electric power facility, bus station 
or other public utikty or public 
carrier use. 

g. Private club not conducted for profit. 

h. Conversion of a one-family dwelling, 
existing at the time of the adoption 
of this By-Law, into a two-family 
dwelling provided that all sewage 
disposal, yard and parking require- 
ments can be met. 

i. Waterfront or beach area for swim- 
ming and related activities when 
conducted on a commercial basis. 

j. Use of private lands, ponds and 
streams for rental or lease to indi- 
viduals or organizations for pur- 
poses of hunting or fishing. Mini- 
mum lot, yard and building require- 
ments shall apply. 
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B. GENERAL BUSINESS DISTRICTS. 
1. Permitted Uses 


a. Any use permitted under Section 
V. A. I. and A: 2) 


b. Retail store or consumer service. 
c. Bank, business or professional office. 
d. Hotel, motel or restaurant. 
e. Newspaper or job printer. 


2. Uses which may be allowed, as a spe- 
cial exception by the Board of Appeals 


after a public hearing and subject to 

appropriate regulations if determined 

to be neither offensive nor detrimental 
within the district or to neighboring 
persons. 

a. Automobile service, gasoline station 
or garage including the sale of new 
or used cars. 

b. Place of amusement or assembly, 
commercial recreation facility or 
club conducted for profit. 


C. COMMERCIAL DISTRICTS. 
1. Permitted Uses 
a. Any use permitted under Section 
V.A.1,. and A.2. and B.1. and B. 2. 
b. Wholesale or storage establishment 
or trucking firm. 
c. Storage, sale and servicing of trucks, 
tractors, farm or _ construction 
equipment or similar uses. 


d. Sale or storage of feed, fuel, lum- 
ber or building supplies. 
e. Printing or publishing firm. 


2. Uses which may be allowed, as a spe- 
cial exception by the Board of Appeals 
after a public hearing and subject to 
appropriate regulations. 

a. Ready-mix concrete plant. 

b. Any sales, service or industrial use 
not listed above which will not, as 
regulated, be offensive, detrimental 
nor unsafe within the district or 
with respect to adjacent districts. 


SECTION VI. SUPPLEMENTARY 
PROVISIONS. 


A. ACCESSORY BUILDINGS: 


1. An accessory building attached to its 
principal building shall be considered 
an integral part of the principal build- 
ing and as such shall be subject to the 
open space requirements applicable to 
the principal building. 

2. To promote safety, no garage building 
or accessory building may be used as a 
dwelling if it is located on the same 
lot as,a principal building used as a 
residence. 


B. AREA OF LOTS: 
. Reduction of Open Space. 

No lot on which is located any build- 
ing used for residence purposes shall 
be changed or reduced in area or shape 
so it does not conform to the provis- 
ions of this By-Law. This does not ap- 
ply in the case of a lot a portion of 
which is taken for public use. No yard, 
lot area, or other open space required 
for a building by this By-Law shall 
during the existence of such building 
be occupied by or counted as open 
space for another building. 


2. Lots of Less ‘than the Required Width 
or Area. 

On lots of less than the required 
width and area and which have been 
duly recorded by plan or deed or as- 
sessed as separate parcels before the 
date of the adoption of this By-Law, 
the lot area and width requirements 
need not apply. Any lot on which 
more than one house existed at that 
time may be divided and sold to sepa- 
rate owners. 


— 


C. EARTH REMOVAL: The removal for 
sale of sod, loam, clay, sand, gravel, or 
quarried stone, except when incidental 
to and in connection with the construc- 
tion of a structure for which a permit 
has been issued, or incidental to the 
grading and development of contiguous 
property, shall be permitted only if 
written permission of the Board of Ap- 
peals after public hearing be obtained. 
The Board of Appeals shall in each in- 
stance impose such conditions as will 
protect the neighborhood and Town a- 
gainst permanent and temporary haz- 
ards, because of conditions which may 


be left after operations are completed 
or because of the methods of handling 
such materials at the site or of trans- 
porting such materials through the 
Town. 


D. TRAILER: One house trailer or mobile 


home may be used as an accessory to a 
dwelling on a lot for not more than 30 
days in any twelve-month period. One 
house trailer, mobile home, camping 
trailer or similar vehicle, not used for 
dwelling purposes, may be stored out 
of doors on a lot. 


E. COMMERCIAL RECREATION AREAS: 


A commercial recreation area may be 
set up under single ownership provided 
it has a minimum area of 20 acres and 
location in the Rural Residence Dis- 
trict. Tents, camping trailers, campers 
and trailers may be used. Under the 
provisions of this section the sites, fa- 
cilities or buildings which are used or 
occupied for limited periods for recrea- 
tional purposes shall not be subject to 
the lot and area requirements which 
pertain to other residential uses. Ex- 
cept for supervisory personnel, no part 
of the premises shall be occupied on a 
permanent basis. Any such recreation- 
al use shall be subject to the granting 
of an appropriate license by the Board 
of Health under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 32A-D of Chapter 140 of the Gen- 
eral Laws. Before the granting of a 
special exception by the Board of Ap- 
peals, a site plan showing all camping 
and tenting areas, trailer or building 
sites, water supply and sanitary facili- 
ties must be filed with the Board of 
Health and the Board of Appeals. 


F. REAR LOTS: In all residence districts 


an individual lot need not have the re- 
quired amount of street frontage pro- 
vided that all of the following con- 
ditions can be met: 


1. The area of said lot is at least double 
the minimum area normally required 
for the district. 

2. The width of the lot where the prin- 
cipal building is to be built equals or 
exceeds the number of feet normally 
required for street frontage. 

3. The lot includes a strip of land at 
least 30 feet in width by which it is 
connected to the street. 

4. Front, rear and side yards equal or ex- 
ceed those required within the district. 


G. UNREGISTERED MOTOR VEHICLES: 


Unregistered motor vehicles which are 
unfit for use, permanently disabled or 
have been dismantled or are otherwise 
inoperative, shall not be stored, parked 
or placed upon any land in the Town 
for more than 30 days unless such ve- 
hicles are kept within a building or are 
otherwise screened or located so that 
they cannot be seen from a public high- 
way or from abutting property. Ve- 
hicles which are kept in an area pro- 
perly approved for such storage by a 
licensed dealer in motor vehicles are 
exempt from those regulations. Farm 
vehicles are also exempt. 


H. PARKING REQUIREMENTS: It is in- 


tended, under this By-Law, that suit- 
able off-street motor vehicle parking 
spaces shall be provided to meet the 
needs of all persons using buildings or 
land. This section shall apply to new 
buildings or uses but shall not apply to 
existing buildings except where dwell- 
ing units are added or tenancy in- 
creased. 


SIGN REGULATIONS: 


1. The following signs are permitted in 
all Residence Districts: 


a. One sign for each family residing on 
the premises indicating the name of 
the owner or occupant or the name 


of the building or pertaining to a 
permitted accessory use, provided 
that such sign does not exceed 12 
square feet in area. 


b. In the case of a permitted or auth- 
orized use other than a dwelling or 
accessory use thereto, one or two 
signs are permited pertaining to 
such use or to the sale or lease of 
the premises or construction there- 
on provided that the total area of 
such signs does not exceed 12 square 
feet unless granted by the Board of 
Appeals as a special exception. 


c. Announcement or bulletin board not 
exceeding 16 square feet in area for 
a public, charitable or religious in- 
stitution. 


2. In the General Business and Commer- 
cial districts signs advertising the 
name of the firm and the products or 
services available on or manufactured 
on the premises are allowed subject to 
the following conditions: 


a. One or more signs attached to a 
building provided they do not ex- 
exceed one and one-half square feet 
in total area per lineal foot of street 
frontage of the principal building. 


b. One sign not exceeding four square 
feet in area for each business may 
be attached to a marquee or arcade 
which is an integral part of the 
building. 

c. One sign of a free-standing nature 
provided it is located at least ten 
feet from the street and 20 feet 
from a building and does not exceed 
30 square feet in area per business 
establishment. 


3. A directional or identification sign may 
be erected and maintained in any dis- 
trict where the Board of Appeals, act- 
ing on a special exception, finds that 
such sign will serve the public con- 
venience, will not endanger the public 
safety and will not be detrimental to 
the neighborhood. 


4. No sign or advertising device shall in- 
corporate, or be lighted by, flashing or 
blinking lights or change in light in- 
tensity. 


J. PROHIBITED USES: 


1. The development or operation, on a 
single recorded lot, of more than one 
of the principal uses described above is 
prohibited except where the principal 
uses are clearly complementary to 
each other or as specifically provided 
in this By-Law. Where retail stores, 
consumer services, offices, banks or 
restaurants share a building with com- 
mon walls they shall be considered to 
be complementary to each other. 


2. Trailer or mobile home park or court. 


3. Billboards advertising goods or services 
which are not available, processed or 
made on the premises. 


4. Signs or floodlights which constitute a 
hazard to pedestrians or vehicular traf- 
fic because of the intensity or direc- 
tion of their illumination. 


SECTION VIL. ENFORCEMENT. 


This By-Law and any amendments thereto 
shall be enforced by the Board of Selectmen. 
No building shall be erected, externally alter- 
ed or changed in use in the Town of Leverett 
without a permit from the Board of Select- 
men; the Board of Selectmen shall issue no 
permit for the erection, external alteration or 
change in use of any building or part thereof, 
plans and specifications and intended use of 
which are not in all respects in conformity 
with the provisions of this By-Law. With each 
application for a permit to build or alter, 
there shall be filed with the Board of Select- 
men a plan showing the lot and the location 
jof the building thereon. 


SECTION VIII. PENALTY. 

Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this By-Law may be fined not more than 
twenty (20) dollars for each offense. Each day 
that such violation continues shall constitute 
a separate offense. 


SECTION IX. BOARD OF APPEALS. 

Within thirty days after the adoption of 
this By-Law, the Board of Selectmen shall ap- 
point a Board of Appeals of three members 
and two associate members, which shall act 
on all matters within its jurisdiction under 
this By-Law in the manner prescribed in 
Chapter Forty A (40A) of the General Laws, 
and shall serve without remuneration. This 
Board of Appeals shall be appointed according 
to methods described in said Chapter Forty 
A (40A) of the General Laws, as amended, 
and subject always to the rule that it shall 
give due consideration to promoting the pub- 
lic health, safety, convenience and welfare, 
encouraging the most appropriate use of land, 
and that it shall permit no building or use in- 
jurious, noxious, offensive or detrimental to a 
neighborhood, and that it shall prescribe ap- 
propriate conditions and safeguards in each 
case. 


SECTION X. OTHER REGULATIONS. 

This By-Law shall not interfere with or an- 
nul any By-Law, rule, regulation or permit, 
provided that, unless specifically excepted, 
where this By-Law is more stringent it shall 
control. 


SECTION XI. VALIDITY. 

The invalidity of any section or provision of 
this By-Law shall not invalidate any other 
section or provision thereof.

SIXTH AMENDMENT TO AMHERST-PELHAM REGIONAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT AGREEMENT 


The Amherst-Pelham Regional School District agreement, as amended, is 
hereby further amended as follows: 


(1) By striking out Section II and inserting in place thereof the 
following section: 


Section II - The Regional District School Committee 


a. Until April 1, 1972, the regional district school committee, hereinafter 
sometimes referred to as the Committee, shall consist of nine members, five 
from the town of Amherst, two from the town of Pelham, one from the town of 
Leverett and one from the town of Shutesbury. On and after April 1, 1972, 

membership on the Committee shall be increased to thirteen, seven from the 

town of Amherst, two from the town of Pelham, two from the town of Leverett 
and two from the town of Shutesbury. 


b. The members holding office on the regional district school committee on 
April 1, 1971 shall continue to hold office on the said Committee until their 
terms on their respective local school committees would normally expire or 
until their successors have been elected and qualified as herein provided. 
Commencing in 1972 members shall be annually elected directly to the regional 
district school committee for a term of three years by all the voters of the 
District at a district election to be held on an annual date agreed upon by 
the selectmen of the four member towns or, if such agreement is not reached 
on or before January lst of each year, on a date prior to June lst of each 
year set by vote of the regional district school committee. In 1972, at such 
a district election, three members shall be elected from the town of Amherst, 
one member shall be elected from the town of Pelham, one member shall be 
elected from the town of Leverett and one member shall be elected from the 
town of Shutesbury; in 1973, two members shall be elected from the town of 
Amherst and one member shall be elected from the town of Pelham; and in 1974, 
two members shall be elected from the town of Amherst, one member shall be 
elected from the town of Shutesbury, and one member shall be elected from the 
town of Leverett. Thereafter, only that number of members shall be elected 
annually as shall be necessary to maintain each town's membership on the 
regional district school committee as provided in subsection Ia. Elected 
members shall take office ten (10) days after the annual district election 
beginning in 1973. 


Nominations for membership on the Committee shall be made in each member 
town in accordance with the procedures prescribed by law for nominations for 
town offices to be voted upon at the annual town meeting or election in such 
town. In those towns where nomination petitions are used, each nomination 
petition shall be presented to the registrar of voters of the town from which 
the candidate resides for certification of signatures within the time prescribed 
by law for such presentation in connection with a town election. Forthwith 
upon completion of nominations, and in no event no less than twenty-five (25) 
days prior to the date fixed for the annual district election, the town clerk 
of each town from which the term of one or more members of the Committee expires 
shall certify to the District secretary the names of all persons nominated 
from that town for election to the Committee. 
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Not later than thirty days prior to each annual district election, the 
district secretary shall consult with the selectmen and clerk of each town with 
respect to the number and location of polling places and the hours during which 
the polls will be open, which hours shall be the same through the district. 

The annual district election shall be called pursuant to a warrant issued by 
order of the Committee which shall set forth the date of the election, the 
polling place or places in each town, the hours during which the polls shall be 
open and the office or offices to be filled thereat. Notice of the election 
shall be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in at least one public 
place in each member town and by publishing a copy thereof at least once in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the district, such posting and publishing 
to occur at least seven days before the date of the election. A certificate 

of the secretary shall be conclusive evidence that the warrant was duly posted 
and published. 


Notwithstanding any provisions of this subsection I b to the contrary, 
in the event that the annual town election in any one or more of the member 
towns shall be held on the same day and during the same hours as the annual 
District election, the following additional provisions shall apply: 


(i) The District secretary shall promptly upon receipt thereof 
certify to the town clerk of any such town the name and address 


of each candidate nominated for election to the Committee. 


(ii) The warrant for the annual district election shall state that 


said election will be held at the same time and place as the 
annual town election in such town. 


(iii) The ballot, whether printed or by voting machine, may be 
prepared separately or, with the consent of the selectmen, 
may be included in and prepared as a part of the ballot for 
the annual town election. 


The clerk of each member town shall within 24 hours after each election 
certify to the District secretary the result of the voting in that town. The 
District secretary shall thereupon tabulate, certify and announce the final 
results of the voting and shall send by registered mail, postage prepaid, his 
final certification to the town clerk of each Participating Town. Newly 
elected or appointed members of the Committee shall be sworn to the faithful 
performance of their duties by the District secretary or by the clerk of the 
town in which he resides, who shall file a record of such oath with the District 
secretary. Any recount petitions shall be filed with the District secretary 
and recounts shall be conducted in each member town in accordance with the laws 
applicable thereto. 


Except as otherwise provided herein, the annual District election shall 
be conducted and apparatus therefor provided in and by each participating town 
to the same manner as prescribed by law for annual town elections at which 
official ballots are used. The town clerk and other election officials in each 
town shall perform the same duties in connection with the annual district 
election as provided by law for such annual town elections. All expenses of 
that part of the annual District election which is held in a participating town 
shall be paid by such town. 


c. When a vacancy occurs in the Committee, the vacancy shall be filled for 

the unexpired balance of the term by appointment made at a joint meeting of 

the selectmen of the town from which the vacancy is to be filled, the remaining 
member or members of the Committee from such town and two additional persons 
selected by and from the membership of the Committee. 


d. The Committee shall establish, and from time to time may relocate, within 
the District at a place of its own choosing a central office for the transaction 
of its business, 


e. The Committee shall assume jurisdiction on January 1, 1972 over the pupils 
residing in the Participating Towns and attending all grades from kindergarten 
through grade six. 


(2) By striking out subsection IVa and inserting in place thereof the 
following subsection: 


a. An elementary school shall be defined as a school accommodating pupils solely 
in any one or more of the grades from kindergarten through grade six. A 
secondary schooi shall be defined as a school accommodating pupils solely in 
any one or more of the grades from grade seven through grade twelve. All elemen- 
tary schools constructed by the District shall be located in the participating 
town from which the greatest number of pupils shall be enrolled as determined 
by the Committee not later than the date on which the Committee shall authorize 
debt for the construction of such school. All secondary schools shall be 
located in the town of Amherst. The title to all elementary school buildings 
and the land appurtenant thereto or used in connection therewith owned and 
operated as a public school by each participating town on October 1, 1971 shall 
be conveyed by the selectmen of such town to the District for nominal consider- 
ation not later than January 2, 1972. All payments of principal and interest 
on bonds or notes issued in connection with any such school shall continue to 
be the obligation of the town which issued such bonds or notes. Whenever the 
Committee shall determine that an elementary school conveyed to the District 
pursuant to this section is no longer needed for District purposes, the Com- 
mittee shall reconvey such school to the town in which the school is located. 


Notwithstanding the fact that every member town shall have conveyed its 
elementary schools tc the District, if the regional district school committee 
permits elementary school pupils residing in a member town to attend an elemen- 
tary school conveyed to the district by another member town, such other member 
town shall, if so authorized by the Committee, be entitled to a payment therefor 
under the circumstances hereinafter described. Such payment shall be made only 
if the school to which such pupils are assigned is located in a town which has 
bonds outstanding for the construction of such school and such payments shall 
cease in the year in which such bonds are no longer outstanding. The Committee 
shall determine annually the amount of payment to such town. The amount of 
payment shall be credited annually by the Committee to such town when the Com- 
mittee certifies the annual operating costs to the member towns and the entire 
amount of payment shall be debited at the same time to the town in which such 
pupils reside. 


On and after January 1, 1972, the provisions of "A Cooperative Agreement 
for the Joint Administration of the School of Education Laboratory School at 
the University of Massachusetts by the University and the Amherst School Com- 
mittee" shall be assumed by and become binding upon the Committee to the same 
extent as upon the Amherst School Committee prior to said date. 
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(3) By striking out subsection Va and inserting in place thereof the 
following subsection: 


a. Commencing on January 1, 1972, the regional school district shall include 

all grades from kindergarten through grade twelve. The Committee is hereby 
authorized to accept postgraduate pupils. The Committee is also hereby authorized, 
in its discretion, to establish and maintain vocational education, acting as 
trustees therefor, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 74 of the 

General Laws and acts amendatory thereof, in addition thereto or dependent 

thereon, 


(4) By striking out Section VI and inserting in place thereof the following 
section: 


SECTION VI: Apportionment and Payment of Costs Incurred By The District 


a. For the purpose of apportioning assessments levied by the District against 
the participating towns, costs shall be divided into two categories: capital 
costs and operating costs. 


b. Capital costs shall include all expenses in the nature of capital outlay 
such as the cost of acquiring land, the cost of constructing, reconstructing, 
or adding to a school building or buildings, the cost of remodeling, rehabili- 
tation, modernization of or making extraordinary repairs to a school building 
or buildings, the cost of constructing sewerage systems and sewerage treatment 
and disposal facilities or for the purchase or use of such systems with 
municipalities, and any other item of capital outlay for which the regional 
school district may be authorized to borrow money, including without limitation 
the cost of the original equipment and furnishings for such buildings or 
additions, plans, architects’ and consultants’ fees, grading and other costs 
incidental to placing school buildings and additions, sewerage systems and 
sewerage treatment and disposal facilities and related premises in operating 
condition, Capital costs shall also include payment of principal and interest 
on bonds or other obligations issued by the regional school district to finance 
capital costs. Capital costs shall also include any rental expenses for the 
leasing of demountable or portable classrooms, so-called. 


c. Operating costs shall include all costs not included in capital costs as 
defined in subsection VI(B), but including interest on temporary notes issued 
by the regional school district in anticipation of revenue. 


d. Capital costs shall be apportioned as follows: 


1. Capital costs authorized prior to January 1, 1972. Principal and interest 
on bonds or other obligations authorized by vote of the Regional District School 
Committee adopted prior to July 1, 1968, to finance capital costs shall be ap- 
portioned to the participating towns on the basis of the equalized valuations 
of said towns as set forth in Chapter 559 of the Acts of 1945, entitled "An Act 
Establishing The Basis Of Apportionment Of State And County Taxes." Principal 
and interest on bonds or other obligations authorized by vote of the Regional 
District School Committee adopted after July 1, 1968 and prior to January 1, 
1972, to finance capital costs shail be apportioned to the participating towns 
on the basis of the equalized valuations of said towns enacted by the General 
Court of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and in effect on the date such bonds 
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or other obligations are so authorized. The proportion shall be computed to 
the nearest tenth of a percentage point and the proportion shall not be changed 
during the period such bonds or other obligations are outstanding except as 
provided in Sections XI and XII, provided, however, that if the capital costs 
for the construction of the initial regional district school (which shall be a 
three-year senior high school) shall include community-use type of facilities, 
the proportionate share of the capital costs of the Town of Amherst as so 
determined shall be increased by one per cent and the proportionate share of 
the capital costs of the Town of Pelham as so determined shall be decreased by 
one per cent. All other capital costs for the ensuing year shall be apportioned 
to the participating towns annually in December on the basis of the equalized 
valuation of said towns as set forth in said Chapter 559 of the Acts of 1945 or 
any later equalized valuations enacted by said General Court in effect on the 
first day of December of the year in which the apportionment is so determined. 


2. Capital costs authorized on or after January 1, 1972. Capital costs, 
including principal and interest on bonds or other obligations authorized by 
vote of the Regional District School Committee to finance capital costs shall, 
in the case of an elementary school as defined in subsection IV(a), be apportioned 
according to the number of pupils residing in each participating town who are 
enrolled in such school on October 1 of the fiscal year next preceding the fiscal 
year for which the apportionment is determined. If there is no enrollment in 
such school on said October 1, the apportionment of capital costs with respect 
thereto shall be made on the basis of the estimated pupil enrollment from each 
participating town in such school on the said date had there been any enroll- 
ment, such estimate to be made by the Committee. 


Capital costs, including principal and interest on. bonds or other obli- 
gations authorized by vote of the Regional District School Committee to finance 
capital costs shall, in the case of a secondary school as defined in subsection 
IV(a) and in the case of capital costs not attributable to any particular 
elementary or secondary school, be apportioned annually on the ratio of pupils 
resident in each participating town and receiving education at the expense of 
the participating town in all the grades of the district from kindergarten 
through grade 12 on October 1 of the fiscal year next preceding the fiscal year 
for which the apportionment is determined. 


e. Operating costs shall be apportioned as follows: 


1. Operating costs for any year prior to January 1, 1972 for the ensuing 
calendar year shall be apportioned annually in December on the basis of the 
average pupil membership for the school year ending the previous June 30, each 
participating town's share to bear the same relationship to operation costs as 
its average membership in the Regional District Schools from all the participating 
towns, as determined by the Regional District Committee, provided, that if the 
Regional District Schools shall not have been operated during the school year 
ending the previous June 30, the basis of such apportionment shall be the average 
membership which each participating town would have had in the Regional District 
Schools, had they been so operated. Any unexpended balance from the current 
year's operating budget. plus income received in the current year from admission 
of tuition pupils shall be deducted from operation costs for the ensuing year 
prior to the apportionment thereof among the participating towns. 


2. Operating cost for any fiscal year beginning on or after January 1, 1972 
shall be apportioned on the basis of pupil enrollment in all the district schools 
from kindergarten through grade twelve. Each participating town's share for 
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each fiscal year shall be determined by computing the ratio which that town's 
pupil enrollment in the Regional District Schools on the October 1 next pre- 
ceding the first day of the fiscal year for which the apportionment is made 
bears to the total pupil enrollment from all the participating towns in the 
Regional District Schools on said October 1. In the event that enrollment in 
the Regional District Schools has not been accomplished on October 1 of any 
year, operating costs shall be apportioned on the basis of enrollment on October 
1 of the last preceding year in which there was such enrollment. Any unexpended 
balance from the preceding year’s operating budget plus income received in such 
year and not expended from admission of tuition pupils or other sources shall 
be deducted from operating costs for the ensuing year prior to the apportionment 
thereof among the participating towns. 


f. Each participating town shall pay its proportionate share of capital and 
operating costs to the District in equal installments not later than the eighth 
day of January, April, July, and October in each year, such payments to be made 
in the manner prescribed by law. 


(5) By striking out subsection VIIa and inserting in place thereof the 
following subsection: 


a. Not later than December 1 of each year the Committee shall adopt a mainte- 
nance and operating budget for the ensuing fiscal year, itemized as follows:

Operation and Maintenance of Plant 

Fixed Charges 

Community Services

Or in a similar manner consistent with accepted accounting practices. 


(6) By striking out subsection IXa and inserting in place thereof the 
following subsection: 


a. The regional district schools shall accept all children who reside in the 
District and who meet entrance age requirements. established by the Committee 
consistent with law. 


(7) By adding at the end of Section IX the following subsection: 


e. Pupil distribution within the schools of the District shall be determined by 
a majority vote of the Committee which shall take into consideration the factors 
of equalization of educational opportunity, community identification, and 
reasonable transportation distances for pupils of various ages. It shall be 

the general goal of the Committee to permit young children to attend schools 
closest to their places of residence. 


(8) By striking out subsection Xa and inserting in place thereof the 
following subsection: 
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a. Through December 31, 1971, each participating town shall provide transportation 


once daily to and from the Regional District Schools, on a schedule to conform 
to the days and hours that the schools are in session, for such children as it 


would provide with transportation if the Regional District Schools were local 
schools.

LEVERETT — Voters spent 
More than nine hours Saturday 
approving a record $276,945 
budget, compared with $260,751 
last year. The taxation increase 
is equal to $5 on the tax rate. 
Last year’s rate was $78. 

A 44-hour discussion cen- 
tered on a zoning bylaw revi- 
sion which as adopted, divided 
the town into four zcning areas 
— rural residence, village resi- 
dence, general business and 
commercial districts gov- 
erned by nine pages of bylaws. 
During the long session, at- 
tended by 150 of 441 voters dur- 
ing the day, voters said ‘‘yes’’ 
to all budget items plus $2,000 
not included for repairs to the 
town hall. ‘

Report and Recommendation of the Leverett Planning Board relative 
to Article ° 


TO THE PEOPLE OF LEVERETT, MASSACHUSETTS: 


While it is a primary function of the Planning Board 
to make zoning proposals, it is also possible for any citizen 
to propose zoning changes. The power to allow or disallow any 
given use of land in Leverett rests with the voters at Town Meeting. 
The Planning Board has held the required public hearing 
upon 


on Article 4 , which if acted(favorably, would prohibit the 


further use of trailers or mobile homes as dwellings in Leverett. 


At Hee hKLar 
a Board~wes listened to the discussion relative to

this article and, given it full consideration. Our recommendation 


is that the voters reject the proposal. 

This recommendation is based upon the Board's opinion 
that trailers or mobile homes are not detrimental to the Town but 
rather serve well a real need. Every town should offer housing 
possibilities to citizens with modest incomes. Many towns allow 
low-cost apartment complexes intended to meet this need. Often 
problems are created by those apartments and they still may not 
provide the genuinely low-cost housing needed. We feel that the 
mobile home is the solution that best suits Leverett.

ZONING CHANGE OFFERED IN ARTICLE 13 OF THE LEVERETT TOWN 


WARRANT FOR THE TOWN MEETING OF FEBRUARY 19, 1972 


The Planning Board believes that the establishment of a 
Stream and Lake Protection District within the Town serves the 
vital interests of the residents. 

To prevent the use of land boardering streams and lakes 
in ways which may be harmful to health or which substantially 
increase erosion or flooding is well within the zoning powers 
given cities and towns in Massachusetts. Failure to use that 
power to prevent hazardous development can only result in 
regret, soon or late, for the curing of pollution and correcting 
of damage done to water bodies is neither cheap nor easy. 

In Leverett's case, serious trouble can be avoided 
by foresight, and that is both cheap and easy. The cost 
has been the price of two legal notices and some time spent 
by interested people. All that is needed now is your vote 
to adopt the porposed amendment. Theny as population pressure 
increases over the years, we can be glad we did rather than 
wishing we had when we first had the chance.

STREAM AND LAKE PROTECTION DISTRICT: To insure that lands 
near flowing streams and standing open water bodies shall 

not be used in such a manner as to endanger the health or 

safety of Leverett residents, the following areas shall be 
included in the Stream and Lake Protection District: 


1. The land lying within a horizontal distance of 50 feet 
on each side of the center line of each and every flow- 
ing stream in the Town of Leverett, as shown on the 
Leverett section of the base map used in the Franklin 
County Soil Survey, including both streams shown as 
solid lines and those shown as broken lines on this 
map. 


A copy of this map, issued by the Soil Conservation 
Service of the United States Department of Agriculture 
in cooperation with the Massachusetts Agricultural 
Experiment Station in February, 1967, is appended to 
and made an official part of this By-Law. 


2. All land that lies within a horizontal distance of 50 
feet from the normal highwater line of all standing 
open bodies of water in the town, except dug ponds 
of less than one acre of water surface lying outside 
the Stream and Lake Protection District. 


2. In Section IV, throughout provisions B and C, to replace 
the words “district” and “districts” with the words 
"Z0ONMe district” and: “zoning .districts™. 


3. To add to Section V. Use Regulations, at the end, a new 
item to read as follows: 


STREAM AND LAKE PROTECTION DISTRICT: 


The Stream and Lake Protection District shall be con- 
sidered to be superimposed over any Zoning District estab- 
lished by this By-Law. Land in the Stream and Lake 
Protection District may be used for any purpose otherwise 
permitted in the underlying Zoning District, with the 
following exceptions: 
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1. No septic tank or septic tank leach field shall be 
constructed within the Stream and Lake Protection 
District. 


2. No dumping, filling, dredging, excavation, transfer 
or removal of any material which will alter the 
natural flood water storage capacity of the land, 
interfere with the natural flow of the water over 
the land or increase stream bank erosion shall be 
permitted except by written permit from the State 
Department of Natural Resources or from the Leverett 
Board of Appeals. 


3. No building or structure shall be erected in this 
District except as a Special Exception approved by 
the Board of Appeals following a Public Hearing. 


The Board of Appeals may grant a Special Exception 
for a building or structure provided that all the 
following conditions are met: 


a. The building or structure is not intended for 
and shall not be used for human residence. 


b. Its construction or use will not: 


1. Substantially interfere with the natural 
flow of water. 


2. Constitute a danger to the public safety 
or health. 


The portion of any lot lying within the Stream and 
Lake Protection District may be used to meet the lot 
area requirements for the Zoning District in which the 
lot is located. 


AMENDMENT 4. To add to Section VII, Enforcement, at the end, the followings 
new paragraph, to read as follows: 


Whenever application is made for a building permit 
for a lot which the Selectmen believe may involve land 
lying within the Stream and Lake Protection District, 
they shall require the applicant of such permit to pro- 
vide, as part of the permit application, a plan of the 
lot showing the boundaries of the Stream and Lake Pro- 
tection District on that lot, as well as the Location 
of the buildings, well, septic tank and leach field as 
normally required. The Board of Health shall make a 
site inspection to insure that the location of buildings, 
excavations, septic tanks and leach fields meet the 
provisions of this By-Law, before a permit is issued.

Committee, Board of Appeals, and Board of Assessors. (In 1974, the nine members at large 
are to be appointed by the Selectmen, three for one year terms, three for two year terms, and 
three for three year terms; thereafter three members elected at each annual Town Meeting to 
serve three year terms.) Such Committee is to meet at least quarterly and be enabled to 
appoint ad hoc subcommittees to assist its work. Sponsor - Conservation Comm. 


Article 25: To see if the Town will vote to designate all roads within the Town of 
Leverett, excepting State Highway Route 63, to be scenic roads pursuant to Chapter 40, 
Section 15 e« of the General Laws of Massachusetts, as follows: 


‘Upon recommendation or request of the planning board, conservation commission, or 
historical commission of any city or town, such city or town may designate any road 
in said city or town other than a numbered route or state highway, as a scenic road. 


‘After a road has been designated as a scenic road any repair, maintenance, re- 
construction, or paving work done with respect thereto shall not involve or include 
the cutting or removal of trees, or the tearing down or destruction of stone walls, 
or portions thereof, except with the prior written consent of the planning board.. 
after a public hearing duly advertised twige in a newspaper of general circulation 
in the area, as to time, date, place, and purpose, the last publication to occur at 
least seven days prior to such hearing. 
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'Designation of a road as a seenic road shall not affect the eligibility of a city 
or town to receive construction or reconstruction aid for such road pursuant to the 
provisions of chapter ninety." Sponsor - Conservation Comm. 


Article 26: To see if the Town will vote to accept the following by-law: No public 
way or portion of any public way within the Town of Leverett which is unpaved at the 
time of adoption of this by-law shall be paved at any future time except with the prior written 
consent of the Planning Board without first being a public hearing regarding such paving; 
this hearing to be conducted by the Planning Board, which shall notify the Conservation 
Commission, Histprical Commission and Selectmen of the time, date and subject of such hear- 
ing and advertise same in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town, appearing not less 
than one week prior to the hearing. Sponsored= Conservation Comm. 


Article 27: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue and cease to maintain a 
section of Rattlesnake Gutter Road as a public way for purposes of motorized traffic 
while retaining public right of way for recreational and educational purposes, such 
section to extend northeastward approximately 4,800 feet from a point 1,400 feet more 
or less from the junction with Montague Road, approximately at the crossing of Gutter 
Brook, to a point near a junction with logging roads at an elevation of 725 feet, sore 
800 feet northeast of the high point of the road.

STATEMENT OF LEVERETT GOALS 


Recognizing that pressures of change and population within the Connecticut Valley 
will continue to affect Leverett, and asserting the town's desire to shape its own future, 
the people of Leverett agree that all public action in the town shall seek to preserve 
and enhance certain values held in common and residing in the shared experience of this 
environment. 


Specifically, recognizing that much of the town's character is due to a rural landscape, 
which inspires a sense of freedom and acquaintance with the earth, and which permits 
opportunities for a diversity of employment and passive recreation within the town, it 
shall be the goal of public policy in Leverett: 


-— to promote the stewardship of agricultural, timber, recreational and other renewable 
natural resources; 

-- to encourage the preservation of rural roadside landscapes; 

-- to conserve areas of backland, especially mountain flanks, for open land uses such 
as watershed protection, wildlife production, forestry, recreation and visual 
anenity; 

-- to protect the town's streams, wetlands and subsurface waters from pdllution; 

-- to foster the preservation of the town's historical resources and the use of its 
educational potential. 


Further recognizing that much of the town's character relies on the smallness and 
diversity of its population, which allows people the chance for both isolation and 
community interaction, it shall be the goal of public policy in Leverett: 


-- to maintain a range of earning levels and housing types in keeping with the 
town's present character; 

-- to insure that all building conforms to the natural constraints of the terrain, 
especially those affecting water supply and waste disposal; 

-- to continue the town's traditions of small rural roads and hamlets; 

-- to further the town's visual quality; 

-- to foster individual involvement in the school, the town government, and other 
iinstitutions which in turn foster a feeling of identity with the town.

LEVERETT — Following an 
emotional 45-minute discussion, 
one quarter of Leverett’s regis- 
tered voters approved funding 
of the proposed $4.7-million Am- 
thenst junior high school by a 
vote of 61 to 44. 

Chr, Clifford Linn of the fi- 
nance committee said the com- 
mittee favored Leverett’s ap- 
proving the plan. He said it 
would cost Leverett the first 
year for operating and capital 
cost about $10 for each $1,000 
valuation and would level off to 
about $7 on the tax rate for the 
20 year bond. 

Arthur Holiday of the finance 
committee said if voters vote 
now it will mean a savings be- 
cause Leverett’s share at least 
thas a chance of being 4.1 per 
cent, the same as when the 
agreement with the Ambherst 
Regional School Committee was 
drawn in 1945. 

Chr. Chester Woodard, board 
of assessors, said the town will 
be buying more if the town 
doesn't vote approval now. ‘‘Be- 
cause of the way the trend is 
going, we will be paying for a 
building with dollars that will be 
decreasing im value,” he 
said.

INSTRUCTION SHEET FOR ABANDONED PROPERTY REPORT FORM APS 1 


General Laws Chapter 200A as inserted by the Acts of 1950, Chapter 801, providing 
for the disposition of abandoned property became effective on August 18, 1950. 
Under the provisions thereof all persons, or the agents thereof, holding property within the 
purview of said chapter have the duty to report annually as of July first property held by them 
declared by Chapter 200A to be presumed abandoned. The report shall be made in duplicate 
and filed at the office of the Commissioner, Sales and Use Tax Bureau, 100 Cambridge Street, 
Boston, Massachusetts 02202, on or before September first of each year for the preced- 
ing July first, and shall give the name of the owner, his last known address and the amount, 
kind of property, and such other information as the Commissioner may require. For a list 
of the categories of property within the purview of Chapter 200A see 1 to 7 on the Abandoned 
Property Report Form APS 1. 


As used in this Report: "Property" includes all tangible and intangible personal prop- 
erty; ''Abandoned Property" property shall be presumed abandoned where there has been no 
valid claim or evidence of ownership within a period of fourteen years; ''Claim"' is a demand 
for payment or ‘surrender of property from the holder of same, whose duty it is to pay or 
surrender the property to the legitimate claimant; ''Commissioner" is the Commissioner of 
Corporations and Taxation; 'Department" is the Department of Corporations and Taxation; 
'Treasurer'' is the Treasurer and Receiver-General;'’Person" includes Corporations, Soci- 
eties, Associations and Partnerships, acting in any capacity whatsoever, and all Political 
Subdivisions of The Commonwealth. 


If the property included in this report is tangible personal property, detailed informa- 
tion describing the same and the location thereof should be furnished to the Commissioner. 
This type of property should not be physically delivered to 100 Cambridge Street until instruc - 
tions respecting the same are given to the holder by the Commissioner. 


The holder should retain permanently the owner-identification records concerning prop- 
erty turned over to the Commissioner unless the said records are delivered for safe-keeping 
to the Commissioner. 


Within 30 days after making this report of abandoned property, the holder shall cause to 
be published a notice entitled "NOTIC™ OF CERTAIN UNCLAIMED PROPERTY HELD BY 
(name of holder)" once ina newspaper in the city or town of the situs of the property or, if 
there is no newspaper in such city or town, once ina newspaper published in the county of 
situs. All papers in which such notices shall be published shall be in the English language. 
The notice shall be in a form and publication approved by the Commissioner. Said notice shall 
contain the name and the city or town of last known residence of the presumed owner, a de- 
scription of the property, information concerning the intention of the holder to turn over such 
property to the Commissioner on or before November first and that the holder shall cease to 
be liable therefor. In the case of deposits and items of property with a value of under $25, 
there need not be advertisement or notification by name. A statement should appear in the 
advertisement of the items valued at $25 or over that there are so many items valued at less 
than $25 with an aggregate value of so many dollars and that the names of the owners of these 
items are on a list available for examination in the office of the holder. On the report to the 
Commonwealth the names, addresses and amounts of these items should be listed. 


In the event the value of the property is over $25, the holder shall notify by ordinary 
mail, on a form approved by the Commissioner, the presumed owner at the last known address 
that the property is to be considered abandoned pursuant to law. 


The following form for newspaper publication is approved by the Commissioner: 


NOTICE OF CERTAIN UNCLAIMED PROPERTY HELD BY 
(name of holder) 
Pursuant to G.L. Chap. 200A notice is given that the following described prop- 
erty of the following named presumed owners, whose lagt known residence was in 


the city or town indicated, will be turned over to the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions and Taxation on or before November first (except where extended by the 
Commissioner) and that thereupon the holder thereof shall cease to be liable 
therefor. (The names of said presumed owners to be listed alphabetically.) 


The above described newspaper publication must be single column and in type not larger 
than six point set solid. 


The Commissioner may waive the requirement for advertising if it appears that the cost 
would prove excessive as it relates to the value of the property involved or if he is satisfied 
that all efforts to locate the person or persons in whose name the property stands were to no 
effect over a period of not less than three years. Waivers may be obtained by writing to the 
Sales and Use Tax Bureau, P.O. Box 2061, Boston, Massachusetts 02106. 


All property contained in the report and to be turned over to the Commissioner on or 
before November first shall be turned over to him without diminution for the reasonable ex- 
pense, provided for by the statute. The request for payment of reasonable expenses shall be 
prepared with full detail, supported by invoices from the newspaper publishers or others and 
shall be submitted to the Commissioner under the penalties of perjury. The amount of such 
expenses Shall be certified by the Commissioner for payment as provided in Chapter 200A. 
Account for any discrepancy between remittance and report. 


Failure to report property that should have been reported under Chapter 200A may sub- 
ject the holder to proceedings brought by the Commissioner in the Superior Court and a deter- 
mination by the said Court that the provisions of Section 7 have been violated may result in 
liability to a penalty of not more than five hundred doliars. 


Where the Commissioner has extended the time for filing this report the requirements 
with respect to the turning over of the property and the filing of the published notice with the 
Commissioner shall be extended for an additional two months. 


NOTE 


In the event of a liquidation or dissolution of a domestic corporation, domestic trust, 
joint stock company, partnership, association, or any other legal or commercial entity all 
with transferable shares, organized and existing under the laws of the commonwealth, all 
unclaimed dividends or distributions due in liquidation which remain unclaimed for one year 
after the date of final distribution to the shareholders fall under the purview of Chapter 200A 
and should be reported and turned over to the Commonwealth. 


Nothing in Chapter 200A shall be construed to affect the provisions of the General Laws 
concerning: 


1. The disposition of certain unclaimed moneys held by the division of child guardian- 
ship for the benefit of certain wards under Sec. 8B of G.L. Chap. 121. 

2. The disposition of unclaimed patients' funds, valuables and moneys represented by 
bank books of former patients in Tewksbury State Hospital and Infirmary under 
Sections 2C, 2D and 2E of G.L. Chap. 122. 

3. The disposition and regulation of unclaimed funds, property and bank deposits of 
former patients under the provisions relating to commitment and care of the insane. 
in G.L. Chap. 123, Sections 39A, 39B and 39C. 

4. The disposition of unclaimed money and property of former prisoners under the 
provisions relating to officers, etc. of penal institutions inG.L. Chap. 127, 
Sections 96A and 96B. 

5. The money held for payment of unclaimed winnings upon wagers made at horse and 
dog racing meetings under the provisions of G.L. Chap. 128A, Sec. 5A. 

6. The finders of lost goods and stray beasts under the provisions of G.L. Chap. 134. 

7. The articles held by common carriers and police officers under the provisions 
relating to unclaimed and abandoned property in G.L. Chap. 135. 

8. The disposition of property recovered by State and other police departments, and 
perishables under the provisions of Sections 6A, 6B, 6C, and 6D of G.L. Chap. 147. 

9. Certain unclaimed funds held by life insurance companies under the provisions of 
Sections 149A, 149B, 149C and 149D of G.L. Chap. 175. 
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
